Furthermore additionally prior art is 
discussed. Miyao (U.S. Pat. No. 7345821) Teaches a 0.1% water absorption but there are two or 

more layers in the screen. Kimura teaches when the lens sheet for a screen comprises two or 
more layers, ai - a2 < 0.1%. The claim requires greater than 1% in the instance of two or more 
layers.
